An  Erudite  Pioneer  Baptist  Preacher. 

Mississippi  Baptists  have  always  had 
.among  them  some  men  of  great  learning 
and  much  culture.  Many  of  the  ministers, 
who  were  active  in  the  early  establishment 
of  Baptist  churthes  in  the  State,  were  col- 
lege bred.  Soop  after  leaving  college,  ani- 
mated by  a missionary  zeal,  came  south,  or 
west,  to  aid  in  |dbciipvipg  the  destitution 
in  the  sparsely  settled  country.  Eminent 
among  these  were  J.  G.  Hall,  William  Min- 
ter,  Michael  Ross,  and  the  subject  of  this 
sketch. 

Dr.  David  Cooper  came  as  a missionary 
to  Mississippi  Territory  in  1S(>2,  just  one 
hundred  years  ago.  As  to  when  and 
\pierc  he  was  born,  history  is  silent.  He 
is  to  our  history  as  Elijah  is  related  to  the 
sacred  history;  lie  came  before  the  early 
Baptists  of  Mississippi  in  mature  manhood 
and  well  equipped  for  valuable  service. 
Ojne  w riter  says,  he  was  a Baptist  front 
early  life,  the  contemporary  of  Andrew 
Rroaddus  and  Jesse  Mercer,  that  he  had 
preached  in  \ irginia,  Georgia,  Tennessee, 
and  Kentucky,  before  he  came  to  Missis- 
sippi. He  was  in  all  probability  a Yir- 
gilnian.  . 

There  is  something  interesting  connected 
with  the  date  of  his  arrival  in  our  State. 
His  coming  was  preceded  by  the  arrival  of 
Gqv.  C.  C.  Claiborne  by  only  a few  months, 
who  came  under  the  appointment  ol  Presi- 
dent Thomas  Jefierson  to  become  Territo- 
r al  Governor  off.  Mississippi.  It  was  in 
1 $02  that  Gov.  George  Poindexter  came 
toj  Mississippi.  The  point  of  interest  is 
that  Gov.  Poindexter  was  the  son  of  a 
Baptist  minister  and  that  about  a score 
<>f  \ ea rs  later,  Dr.  David  Coojier  married 
the  widow  ol  Gov,  C.  C Claim  me.  Poin- 
dexter and  Claiborne  were  both  Virginians. 

Bv  the  marriage  of  Dr.  Coojier  to  the 
widow  of  Gov.  Claiborne,  lie  1 ei*n  me  hv 
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voluminous  writer  of  the  History  of  Mis- 
sissippi Dr.  Cooper’s  only  sop  was  Gen. 
Douglass  H.  Coojier,  w ho-  resided  near 
Woodville  in  1850. 

Dr.  Cooper’s  church  connections,  while 
in  our  State,  were  w ith  the  Old  Salem 
Church  on  Cole’s  Creek,  and  with  the  Shi- 
loh Church  in  Wilkinson  county,  which 
was  on  the  head  waters  of  Thompson’s 
Creek.  In  ..*08,  and  for  some  years  after- 
wnrd,  lie  represented  the  Old  Salem  Church 
in  the  Mississippi  Association.  For  a 
while  he  was  in  that  body  as  a delegate 
from  the  Shiloh  Church,  and  finally  from 
Old  Salem  Church.  He  was  moderator  of 
the  Mississippi  Association  ten  times,  in 
1808,  1N09.  1810,  1817,  1818,1819,1820, 
1822.  and  the  two  following  years. 

Dr.  A.  R.  Kilpatrick,,  writing  of  Dr. 
Coojier,  more  than  a half  century  ago, 
said,  "lie  was  a pious,  zealous,  learned 
man.”  He  was  a minister  and  a physician. 
He  was  noted  for  analytical  thought  and 
for  clearness  of  conception.  He  was  labo- 
rious in  his  productions,  and  studious  in 
his  habits.  |.  F.  H.  Claiborne  sjicaks  of 
one  of  his  articles  as,  “prepared  after  much 
reflection  and  research.” 

During  his  connection  with  the  Missis- 
sippi Association,  lie  wrote  three  of  the 
pastoral  letters  that  are  printed  in  their 
minutes.  These*  writings  are  mature  and 
intellectual  in  style,  and  grave  in  diction. 
They  show  that  they  were  written  after 
much  thought,  and  reflect  a fine  Christian 
spirit. 

Before  the  division  of  the  old  Mississippi 
Association  into  three  associations,  Dr. 
Coojier  was  showing  much  interest  in  Min- 
isterial Education.  It  was  mainly  by  his 
influence  that  the  first  systematic  effort 
was  made  by  Mississippi  Baptists  in  Min- 
isterial Education,  so  early  ns  1*18.  He 
was  President  of  the  Educational  Society. 
His  written  expressions  on  that  subject, 
found  in  the  minutes  of  that  old  associa. 
tion,  are  masterful,  and  reflect  great  credit 
upon  his  genius  an  1 grace. 

When  Alexander  Campbell  first  began  to 
impress  himself  as  a shrewd  debater,  Dr. 
Coojier  was  much  interested  in  him.  He 
took  Campbell's  monthly  -pamphlet,  and 
watched  him  with  keen  interest-  In  1826, 
two  ministers  came  to  the  State  from  Ken- 
tucky, Jacob  Creath,  Sr.  and  Jr,  and 
made  their  home  with  Dr.  Coojier.  He 
W'i8  much  interested  in  what  the  Crcaths 
told  him  of  what  they  knew  personally  of 
thc  debates  ol  that  great  polemic.  This 
admiration  fur  Mexarider  Campbell  led 
some  to  believe  that  Dr.  Cooper,  in  his  last 
years,  was  inclined  to  adhere  to  some  of 
Mr.  Campbell's  views. 

To  correct  this  false  imj>ression,  his  step- 
son, John  F.  H.  Claiborne,  jiut  a comma? 
mention  to  Mississippi  Bajitists  in  the 
South-Western  Baptist  Chronicle,  ol  New 
Orleans,  in  M t v,  1 850.  We  give  a full  ex- 
tract from  the  communication,  from  the 
jien  of  one  w hom  we  have  learned  to  im 
fiose  trust  as  Mississippi’s  true  historian. 
Sjieaking  of  Dr.  Cooper  after  the  date  of 
the  coming  of  the  Creaths  to  his  home, 
Mr.  Claiborne  says,  “They  (thc  Crcaths) 


had  heard  Mr.  Campbell  in  Kentucky,  m it 
as  a Baptist  against  Baptists — not  in  his 
assaults  against  the  old  established  faith 
of  the  church — but  in  controversy  vri!  : the 
chantpions  of  other  denomination.-;  and 
they  sjioke  of  his  resources,  his  dexterity, 
his  extraordinary  debating  jiower,  and  his 
triumjihs,  with  enthusiasm,  and  Dr.  Coop- 
er shared  it  with  them.  ■ At  that  jieriod, 
Mr.  Campbell  had  not  taken  position  of 
opposition  to  the  ancient  doctrines,  which 
he  afterward  assumed,  and  no  schism  in  the 
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church  existed!  (Camjiliell  ceased  to  be  a 
member  of  a Baptist  church  in  1827). 
Subsequently,  as  Mr.  Campbell  gradually 
and  cautiously  began  to  develop  his  creed, 
Dr.  Cooper  took  exceptions  to  it.  I have 
often  heard  him  do  so  in  conversation  with 
ministers  at  his  house,  and  it  wjis  his  hab- 
it to  read  .\lr.  Campbell's  jiajurs  to  me, 
and  to  point  out  what  he  conceived  to  lie- 
erroneous.” 

Dr.  David  Coojier  dieil  March  2 2,  1 s3< V 
near  the  village  of 'Washington,  in  Adams 
county.  It  is  said  of  him,  that  in  life,  he 
was  "firm  and  inflexible,  without  the 
slightest  infusion  of  bigotry;  • modest  and 
forbearing,  yet  faithful  as  an  apostle  ■anil 
courageous  as  a martyr.'*  He  was  calm, 
rational,  and  'resigned  in  his*  death.  He 
quietly  bade  farewell  to  his  frLmds,  family, 
and  servants,  and  said,  "I  die  .a  Christian 
and  a Baptist,  firm  in  the  faith  I have  al- 
ways preached.”  How  old  lie  was,  we  do 
not  know.  Some  one  said,  lie  died  in  a 
‘ green  old  age.”

We  may  have  failed  in  many 
respects  to  do  what  you  lelt  was  our  duty. 
We  know  not  what  you  feel  about  this, 
hut  we  beg  to  assure  you  we  always  acted 
from  the  purest  motives,  and  wherein  we 
erred,  it  was  of  the  head,  and  not  of  the 
heart.  Therefore;  we  beg  you  to  forget  as 
soon  as  possible,?  our  imperfections  and 
faults,  and  remember  only  our  virtues. 

Remember  that  we  will  always  look  back 
with  foml  remembrance  to  our  sojourn 
with  you.  And  when  the  battle  of  life 
shall  have  Ixen  fought  and  we  shall  reach 
the  shining  shores  of  eternity,  we  will  ex- 
pect to  be  greeted  fondly  and  joyfully,  by 
friends  and  loved  ones,  but  by  none  more 
cordially  than  by  those  from  dear  old 
Crystal  Springs.

Nav,  verily.  It  was  bitter  persecution  of 
Baptist  preachers  for  holding  and  teaching 
what  we  hold  and  teach  todav.  On  Sep- 
temlier  Sth,  1651,  Dr.  John  Clark,  James 
Crandall  and  Obadiah  Hornes  were  ar- 
rested. Dr  Oa  k was  fined  £20,  Holtnes 
C30,  and  Crandall  £5.  These  were  all  ed- 
ucated and  prominent  Baptists.  They  re- 
fused to  pay  the  lines.  Friends  without 
their  request  interposed  and  paid  the  fines 
of  Dr.  Clark  and  Crandall.  But  Obadiah 
Holmes  steadfastly  refused  to  allow  his 
fine  to  be  paid  saying  it  involved  a princi- 
ple which  lie  could  not  concede.  Here 
is  a copy  of  the  charges  brought  against 
them : 

“For  being  taken  by  the  constable  .At  a 
private  meeting  «t  Lin,  u(>on  the  Lord’s 
dav,  exercising  among  themselves  to 
whom  diverse  of  the  town  rejoiced  and 
joined  with  them  and  that  in  time  of  pub- 
lic exercise  of  the  worship  of  God,  as  also 
for  offensively  disturbing  the  peace  of  the 
congregation  at  their  coming  into  the  pub- 
lic meeting  in  the  time  of  prayer  in  the  aft- 
ernoon, and  for  saying  and  manifesting 
that  the  church  in  Lin  was  not  constituted 
according  to  the  order  of  our  Lord.  And 
for  suspicion  of  their  having  their  hands  in 
re  baptizing  of  one  or  more.”  This  was 
their  great  offense  of  which  all  Baptists  in 
this  broad  land  are  guilty.  What  was 
Mr.  Holmes  jninishment?
